The Executive Committee of lire American 
Frees Produce Association, at the elo.«o of it* 
seventh year, find little to record, excepting the 
statements which properly belong to the report 
of the Manufacturing: Committee. These will 
show that the society has not existed in vain, al- 
though it may have done less in other depart- 
ments than in former years. The. difficulty of 
obtaining a sutficieut supply of free cotton manu- 
factures, has, doubtless discouraged many aboli- 
tionists from attempting io abstain from the use 
of the products of slave labour, therefore every 
facility for procuring such, which our Association, 
has been able to furnish, is an advantage gained 
over the robber system of slavery. 

The addrcos which was issued by you at your 
hut annual meeting, to BritUh abolitionists, urg- 
ing upon litem tho duty of abstinence from the 
use of slave-grown cotton, has "been circulated in 
Grcut Britian, and we trust not without effect. 

Your Committee notice with pleasure, indica- 
tions of increasing interest in this department o: 
lhe anti-slavery enterprise. The formation of n. 



Frcc Produce Association, among lhe Friends of 
this city, wit hail as a cheering token that tho 
slave Is' not forgotten by them, mid us an evidence 
lhal the iulluence of our own Association has 
been fell by the community around us. We wish 
our coadjutors abundant wuceesa, 

Tho adoption, l>y various anti-slavery societies, 
of resolutions expressing our principles, we also 
regard as manifestations of improving public sen- 
timent, ni lenM, among tho friends of freedom. If 
those who have given their votes in favor of these 
resolution^ will faithfully conform their practice 
to them, they muy hasten the day of the slave's 
emancipation. 

Your committee feel undiminished confidence 
in the principles on which our association is based , 
and earnestly wish that the heady adoption of 
them by every Ami-Slavery Society in the land, 
might render unnecessary a distinct organisation 
for Iheir promotion. Tliey are liut plain mid 
simple deductions from the fundamental anti- 
slavorj' principle , and it fa a cause of surprise mid 
deep regret that many abolitionists whoso eagle 
eye* are continually discovering new and nigged 
paths of duty, and whoso nil-conquering yeal ena- 
bles them, bravely and cheerfully, to tread those 
path*, should not yet have teen, amid all the 
lighi which i? burning round them, thai true eon- 
Mstency requires of them abstinence from the 
purchase of the ill-gotten fniils of slavery. Would 
they cleanse their hands from participation in 
these, would they but annul this union wifh ftf 
tlavrlioltJert, the consistency of their coarse would 
render far more effective their eloquent rebukes 
of his sin. That they may be convinced of this, 
and thai all w ho love the slave may be induced 
to bear a faithful -testimony against oppression, by 
refusing; to Im fed and clothed by stolen labor, we 
earnestly exhort the members of this association 
to lie untiring iu their .efforts to disseminate its 
principles, and to impress them on the hearts of 
abolitionists. By a pure example, accompanying 
cogent argument and urgent expostulation, should 
thin be done. The lomeuloblu fact lliat sn few 
have rnllied around our standard should not 
weaken cur udlierence to truth or discourage ns 
in our attempt to propagate it. The Interval be- 
tween sowing and reaping? may bo long, but the 
harvest will come. Truth penseveiingly spoken, 
duly patiently pcrforraed, and sacrifices lo lhe 
right, cheerfully made, will produce results which 
shall ultimately bless the world. We have coat 
bread upon tho waters, which lo u> may seem to 
be utterly lust, but assuredly it shall Ire found after 
many days.

Wo cannot give an^ 
ofJUitd answer, but from some knowledge of the) 
resources and proposed operations of thoso bodies, [ 
we believe ihey will not be able lo adopt tlic plan '; 



tho* suggested. The Boatd of Managers in Phi- 
ladelphia, we have reason to know, have not boon 
unmindful of their dulies, and have met with much 
encouragement to persevere. Thoy have had 63 
bales of " «»rrfy free*' cotton collected in Missis- 
sippi by a trustworthy person, a resident of another 
plalO} — 52 bales hava arrived in Philadelphia, and 
19 ore now in iho hands of a manufacturer. The 
cotton, so far aa it has been examined, is of ex- 
cellent quality, and a variety of goods will- proba- 
bly be read y for sale in a short tune. A Friend 
in England has recently sent us patterns of muslin 
and calico prints, already manufactured at Man- 
chester of free grown cotton. 

New channels being lhas opened through which 
free cotton goods may soon bo procured, and tho 
opening of a general free produce store in PluladeU 
phia,nnd another in New York beingconteinplaied, 
wo tiust lhal what remains to be done lo connect 
those operations with distant parts, where the pro- 
ductions of free labour may bo wanted, will be 
supplied by tho exertions of individuals or asso- 
ciations, impressed with Iho importance of Ihu 
subject in those places. 

It will bo tho province of iho Non-Slaveholder 
lo be an auxiliary in this cause, endeavouring to 
promote tho doctrine of abstinence, and suggest- 
ing modes an.) motives for making iU practice 
easy and general. We invite the aid and co- 
operation of those who are desirous of hastening 
Iho day when liberty will be proclaimed to tho 
captive, and tho prison doors opened to ihern thai 
ore bound.

wilh proper caro and perseverance, arrangements 
may ho made, by which the free raw material 
may bo furnished to the manufacturer at a very 
insignificant advance upon the cost of slave pro- 
duce; and lhat ihe confidence- of the community 
being gained in rejgard to the character of our 
fubricx, the demand for freo goods will make it 
Ihe interest of Ihe manufacturers to produce thpm. 

The attention of the Board has also been direct- 
ed to the inquiry, from what places and through 
whai channels! other tropical products may be 
obtained ; but upon ihin subject we are not pre- 
pared 10 make a detailed report. Wo may, how- 
ever, nbsorve thai large quantities of free grown 
coffee aro imported into this country from Java, \

Agreeably to the direction of die Association ai 
the rnooling in 9th month, last, an address was 
prepared and forwarded soon after ihe organiza- 
tion of the Board, to the iihitanthropiM Thomas 
Clarkson, acquainting him with our association, 
and Ihe object which we have iu view, together 
With a request fo/ further information, if any re- 
main in his possession relative to the abstinence 
from sugar which took place in England about 
Ihe year 1792, and itsflffeel in promoting Iho abo- 
lition of tho Anglo- African slave trade. Having, 
recently ascertained lhat this address had not 
reached him, a copy baa been forwarded. As we 
havo been informed by a friend who saw him a 
few weeks ago, thai, notwithstanding ihe infirmi- 
ties of ago, he was still ab|o to writu a letter with 
his own hand, wo indulge a hope of yet receiv- 
ing a communication from httn. 

In conformity to tho provision contained in the

A poition of your reader* will recollect the at- 
tempt made nearly twenty y«am ago, by Enoch 
Lewis to establish an aiiti-slavory periodical, 
undor tho title of "The Afrituui Olwcrver." In 
looking through the first volume nf " TIic FrienJ" 
recently, uiy aitenlior, was arrested bylhn follow, 
big: remarks relative to ii, anil designed to pro- 
mode its circulation- I have thought their re- 
publication might be useful, and therefore offer 
ibem for that purpose.

The insidious and succe&tful 
nchetae fur annexing Texan to tho United Stales, 
with the view of slrungtlteuitig and, if possible, 
perpetuating: slavery ; tho deiermiit.nion mani- 
fested in various plans nnd elforts of southern 
politicians and slavclioldiug professors of religion 
to maintain the uuehrwtiau nyatem, as "a part of 
■he Inw.s of Jehovah^ mid autliori/ed by tho head' 
of the Church;" tho almost total impracticability i 
of our leacliing tlio conscience of llio elavcbohi-^ 
ers through Iho medium of the press, and, above 
all, our religious obligation to " sio unto others 
whatsoever we would tbey should do unto us," 
call loudly upon us to withdraw as faros possible 
from o very connect ion with slavery — 50 be cus-

Huh iln Ibau lemarks correspond with llio 
opinion jiwic so often espresse.l tlmt , at the period 
ulludod lo, tho pcouhj in several of the elavo 
elates wore upon the point of abolishing; slavery, 
and were only prevented from doing it by the 
agitation of tho subject in the North? 

In tho Friend of 12th month, 15th, 1827, the 
following Migycstions, in reference to tho Obser- 
ver, appeared: 

"Tho piesent slate of public feeling in tho 
L'nittfd States on tho subject of slavery, is a Btrik- 
ing instance of the influence which surrounding 
objects exert in familiarizing the mind with things 
that aro filled lo excite sensations of the deepest 
abhorrence.

There is little reason to doubt , thai the mass of 
the English nation, at the time when this absti- 
nence from sugar look place, wore friendly lothe 
abolition, both of darery and tho stove-trade. But 
men are roused to action by their feelings, rather 
than their judgment. The abominations of the 
traffick being placed in bold relief before Ihc 
people, by the publication of the testimony elicit- 
ed by the lloiiso of Commons, a feeling of abhor- 
ence was excited . which displayed itself in a Hood 
of petitions for the abolition of lire trade, and the 
abstinence from lltu u*» of sugar, to which We 
hare adverted. But that abstinaneo seamed to 
have been unod rather nsa means of wresting tho 
tmtfick in s-laves, than ns the expression of a fix- 
ed and iu flexible •tcterniinution to withdraw from 
lltu support of rduvmy ittelf. 

With tho highest respect for the judgment, as 
well ris the integrity, of those virtuous men who 
devoted no large a poition of their time nnd 
Ktxongth to die abolition of Iho Anglo-African tiade, 
We mu« be permitted to suppose that a little more 
attention to the primary evil of slavery, and to 
the mean* by which it mu-l be supported, would 
Imvc indicated a clearer iimighl itilo the proper

It is needless to expatiate in this place, upon 
the argument, adduced in ti preceding nnrnber 
of this paper,* that tho whole system of slavery 
depend* upon tho demands for tho products of 
slave labour. The proposition, lltat titTM would 
cease to be held, if the produce of unrequited 
loil could no! find a market, is loo clear for argu- 
ment. II now wo suppose that tho advocate's of 
the black man in 1791 liad taken and steadily 
maintained Ilie ground ihm abstinence a* far ns 
practicable from all the products of slave labour 
was a necessary part of the duty devolving on the 
opponents of slavery ; and had kept llio supply 
of tho market by free labour prominently in tho

have particulorly called the attention of the Com- 
missioners of National Education, in Dublin, to 
the subject. 

On one occasion, regarding a case of cockfight- 
ing, in which ihe panics appealed against the 
sentence at the Pelico Court to the Quarter Ses- 
sions, the Society employed Counsel ; ihe sentence 
was reversed in favour of the offender*; on which, 
the cause was carried by the Society before Ihe 
Couit of Queen's Bench, Dublin, and finally the 
original sentence against the offenders was con- 
firmed. 

The Committee have met G'J times during the 
10 years. 

The Society feel thankful that their efforts have 
been owned bynsuperinlert ding Providence; and. 
although much remains to be done, ihey have 
been enabled to commence the good woik in call- 
ing the attention of tho public mind to the right* 
of tho lower creation; and, since the formation 
of the Poficty, ihey .are glad lo notice thai, in 
general, horses of a boiler description arc in DM 
n the jaunting-cars for hire at the different stands 
in Belfast.

This cxeeraWo trnlTIc still con.inues lo do-i 
solalo and degrade Africa. lis aciivity is un-J 
abated, Nol ail the efforts made by tho UritishS 
government, seeondoJ by other powers, harc^ 
affected to any cousidemble degree, If at all,) 
this gigantic evil. The demand for slaves in Bra-^ 
/il and tho Spanish colonies increases wi.h the^ 
demand made, by foreign countries for their pro-/ 
dncilons.

From private source* of information iho com-( 
milloc learn that there were brougbi bclbro tho ■ 
Mixed Cummissiou Courts al Sierra Leone in 
1844, 27 BlaVeiB, nineofwhieh were capltired with > 
3,523 slaves on board. During the year 1845, iho \ 
number of slavers condemned by iheso courts) 
wat* 3fi. liaviiig oitboaid upwards of 6,000 ciaves, \ 
and .here yet remained fi whi«h had been cap- J 
lured, for ndjudicaiion. 

Tlie committee further loam, thai, from the bo- > 
ginning of April, 184 4, to the middle of May, 
1815, the squadron of cruisers slulioued on iho 
western coast of Africa captured 59 slavers, Uiir- 
teen of which hail on board upwards of 4.500 
slaves. In tracing the history of these slavera,? 
ihocomniiiiec tint! that oar of them had been cap- J 
lured and condemned eight limas, one seven 
limes, fire six times, Mror five limes, seven four 
times, tureht threo tiroes, eUcen twice, t\ceiity-one 
once, and respecting one no particulois are given 



This striking facl shows clearly thai the slave- 
deiilcrs have agents residing at ibe &f>als of ihe 
Mixed Commission Courts, particularly Sierra 
Leone, who regularly puicliase such of the slavers 
as cbjiiiM b« desltoyed under ttealy; and a* regu- 
larly send them forth lo carry on anow iho dread- 
ful iraflie. The committee deem il highly proba- 
ble lhal many of these vessels are used as decoys 
to attract the attention of the British cruisers, while 
iho real slavers, taking advantage of (heir being 
thus employed, run into the slave haunts, load 
Ihe ir cargoes, and sail ofTlo Cuba and Brazil. 
Tho number of slave* imported into Cuba in 

1843, the commissioners estimate al about 12,000, 
though ihey confess iheir inability to give an exact 
account, fiom ihe mystery casT over all ihe trans- 
actions of the slave-dealers. In ihe years 1M4 
and 1845, the number of slaves imported must 
have been consiilembly greater, .hough ihe actual 
exlenl of Ihe trade can never, for tho reasons al- 
ready given, be fully known. 

In spite of treaties, in spile of cruisers, in spile 
of rctuonstrnnce upon reenon si ranee, ihe Spanish 
culoriicn have, during ibe laef, ijuarler of a cen- 
tury, been filled with African slaves; and fresh 
supplies of thfsa unhappy beings are still poured 
in to meel fresh demuuds created by the mor- 
tality which decimates ihom. and the active de- 
mand* of commerce. 

And iho case is even worse in relation to Bra- 
zil. In the report of her Majesty's commissioner* 
stationed at Rio de Janeiro, on ibe «aie of the 
slave-trade for 1843, they say — " We have been 
aswired that nearly 40.000 have been landed with- 
in these provinces in thin period. This sudden 
augmentation during ibe past year is attributable 
to Ihe continued encouragement and protection 
afforded by the Brazilian administration to all 
slavish luU'ouluros. Hie greater number of slave- 
ships Which, have •^fec.led the landing of ihoir 
cargoes, Imvo escaped our vigilant observations 
in consequence of ibe novel system recently fol- 
lowed by iho slave-dealers, which has proved 
eminently prosperoue."

Wo 
were caltud on to deal with slave-grown nu^ar, 
and ho for ono should not coitsunl lo its impor- 
tation, 

The Bishop of ChFonu said he could assure 
their lordships it was not without u feeling of 
great diffidence ihnt ho addressed himself, even 
for a few moment*, to support a cause which in 
his eyes, ;it least, had a character of peculiar saered- 
ness. It tva* because be believed that the ques- 
tion was not a more question of finance, but one

Tiik ELtcnvF.FHAsriiisKiyTiir. State or New 
York. — Under the present Constitution of New 
York, "men of colour" who " shall have been for 
three years citizens of the Stuto, and for ono 
year next preceding any election, shall be seuedl 
anil possessed of a freehold estate of tho value of 
iwo hundred and fifty dollars, over and above all 
debts and incumbrances charged thereon, and shall 
havo been actually rated and paid a tax thereon, 
shall bo entitled to vote at any 6uch election." 

In the Convention recently engaged at Albany 
in altering tho Constitution, efforts were made, 
on the ono hand, to deprive tho coloured citizen* 
of their franchise, oven with this property qualifi- 
cation; and, on tho other hand, to place them on 
equal ground with the white citizens. These ef- 
fort! failed, and it was agreed to submit the ques- 
tion to the decision of the people, as follows: 

"Resolved.Tbat at Oie uoxt general election, and 
at the same time when the votes ol the electors 
sliall bo taken for the adoption or rejection of the 
amended Constitution., tho additionaj amendment 
in the word* following— 

1 § Coloured male citirenit, possessing the 
qualllicntionfi required by the first section of the 
second article in the Constitution, other titan the .

Although tho number of deaths exceeds that in 
'he last Keport, ihe fact is no! to bo ascribed to 
any unfavorable change in the heaJtli of the 
household. lis general condition in this resneel \ 
':as been remarkably good. Tho children who 
ave died, were the subjects of lingering disease, 
he weds of which it is believed most of them 
brought with them into the Institution. With 
*nly one exception, they were the victims of pro- 
'onged consumptive complaints. The gratuitous 
ervices of Dr. Jamls Mc Cvum Smith, as Physi- 
cian, should be gratefully Acknowledged. And 
i ho Managers hate satisfaction, in believing, dial 
they have been blessed with sncccss. 

Tho schools have continued to llouritdi under 
the charge of the same approved teachers, in the 
different departments. The instruction, as here- 
lofore, is little more than elementary; tat il in be- 
lieved ia adapted to fullil the intention of qualify- 
ing .!- subjects lo bo practically use ful and exem- 
plary members of Society. 

Tlio two young teachers., mentioned in the Inst 
Report, as taken from among tho children of the 
Asylum, in which they have received their entire 
^'duration, are becoming more capable -and use- 
s'ul, iuul the general nptimt* and improvement of 
ihe children, is a Handing refutation of tlie nouon 
»i their natural incapacity. Favorable reports have 
l>oen received from most of those who have been 
bound out, and tho annual lelteis from Uiem are 
agreeable and encouraging testimonials. The 
Managers have ever insisted, that no education 
is ie;illy and permanently good, which does not 
Mirve lo rentier the sense of moral obligation 
mote powerful, and lo enlighten and relino the 
noial perceptions. Tho principles which they 
desire to impart, are such as rau»t over make 
men more amenable lo the civil authority, and 
more conscientious in tho discharge of every so- 



cial duty. If faithfuHy an d intelligently acted up- 
on, they will clothe every condition of life with 
dio spirit of contentment and peace, and may be 
safely left to expand in the widest results, that 
tho providence of God will allow. • e • 

System and good order continue to character- 
ize tho management of the house, and some im- 
portant additions have been made lo ite comforts 
and conveniences. Among these it may be 
mentioned, that the arrangements of the Infirma- 
ry have been rendered moro appropriate- and 
conducive to the health and comfort of tho in- 
valid*. 

Tho Nursery "School, which was recently es- 
tablished at the presentation of the last Report, 
has been very Maressful and interesting in its 
operation, and contains eighteen infantile inmates 
of the Am lorn. 

The larger children are to a very considerable 
extent made useful, in the hoosn; ami the more 
laborious purl of the wori', such As sweeping, 
scrubbing, washing, &c., aro accomplished prin- 
cipally by their hands. 

The Managers would refer to the Superintend- 
ent's Report of the products of the Garden, which 
ha» been a peculiar source of profit and interest, 
and has yielded an abundant Mtpply of vegetables 
during the past season. * • * • 

The Boasrd feel themselves again compelled 
to advert lo the subject of their funds. Their ex- 
pectations aie perhaps too easily exaggerated by 
hope, but Ihey cannot believe that they will be 
■educed to tho necessity of contracting their ope- 
rations. Can it be, thai in this community of 
churches and Clmstian observances, where wealth 
is so profusely lavished, the means should le 
withheld, or scantily furnished, of relieving the 
wants «f neglected suffering childhood, and of 
infusing into the youthful mind und heart, useful 
knowledge and Christian principle*? The sup- 
poet they have hitherto received has ever been 
gratefully appreciated by the Managers, but it has 
not yet been adequate for the full exercise of lire 
forcihotight required, to provide advantageously 
and economically, the necessary supplies for the 
establishment. There is enough properly lo oc- 
cupy the attention of tbo Managers in supervising 
the details of Ihe Institution, if tho Association 
were entirely unembarrassed in regard to mailers 
of linnnce. It would bo far more agreeable to 
ihemu-lve*, ami they believe more beneficial to 
the children under their care, if instead of being 
occupied so frequently as at present in the solici- 
lalion of funds, ihey wcie mora appropriately 
and efficiently employed in conducting the plans, 
which philanthropy has suggested, and modern

This, it should 
be remembered", arww, not from a llecrenso of 
prauth, but a reduction of /«•»«/ for lho growth, 
aiitl lite amount exported, hnro rawly increMe.1 . 

Since 1836. the value of exports from this coun- 
try hag been fluctuating. In that year it waff, 
in round nuntbens 8l2?,0fi0,0Ofl ; in !S4o, 
© 1 32,000,000; in 184 Oil had fal Ion to $ I O4 .OOO.00O, 
bat in IR4t; it fe«e ncain lo Sll4,000,o00. 
Generally It may ho said that while the value of 
exports of ibexes Southern ataples haa »lecrca*eit, 
ihnl of exports of ihe staples nf oilier pans of tho 
counlry has incTea«e4. Thas, while tho diminu- 
tion of ihe former from 1830 to 184,1 aroa twenty- 
three million* of dollars, the Occrc&ee in the total 
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value of all exports was hut fourteen millions, so 
Unit tliere must have teen an increase of nino 
millions in the value of oilier export*. 

The^o fuels ore not lo bo disregarded t»y south- 
orn men. Why should they be so anxious lo 
acquire mldiiional territory for slavery f Thc dc- 
crease in. ihe total vnlio of their staples doc* not 
result from under, bm owr production. Would 
limy raise more cation on ihcir new territory! 
The market in already glutted. It is not territory 
tiny wnnt, but frtc labour and rfiwvJW uuhsfnj. 

The following pithy comment upon those facia 
is extracted from live letter of a correapondci.1 : 

•■ It appears important that the fact of the great 
decline in Uic vaiut of southern Maple 
should be known and weighed l»y oil merchants 
and jobbers, as well as by all uuii-slavery men. 
Calhoun, in liia loiter to King, a few year* ago, 
insisted that the fact of the fallin- olfof Wwt In- 
dia exports was proof thai omaneipaiion wus a 
failure, &c. By n parity of reason, tho fulling oil 
of siavc-grovvii exports is e»pial proof of the un- 
profitableness of slaveholdiug, ond of its de- 
cline." — Xiithiiat Em.

wrongs, and endeavor to place them in a coudi- 
lion to enjoy their rights ! When Jesus propcis- ' 
ed to take refreshments at the table of Zaceheu*, 
where he must eat of a bounty partly extorted 
by injustice from others, did fie aid, abet and 
approve such injustice. No ; for ho went thither 
as the reprover of all such sins. A conclusive 
proof of this is found in the .fact that Zaecheos 
resolved to restore four-fold to any one be miuht 
have wronged — and ihen to pn the half of his 
good* lo tho poor.

At 10 o'clock at nigh, (he party bade farewell 
lo old I'orttoola, and commenced their descent by 
moonlight.

To them 
we say, 1 Bring us your sugar and wc will buy 
it; and if it costs more, by reason of the very 
exertions we are now using to prevent its manu- 
facture, we will readily pay that extra price.' 
Such, gentlemen of the jury, is British philan- ) 
thropy ! We pay hundreds of thousands to an- 
nihilate the slave trade, and we pay as much in 
the shape of increased cost to those who deal in \ 
articles produced by it to supply our own mar-/ 
kets.

Philadelphia Yearly Meeting.— This body 
commenced its sittings for iho present year, on the 
1 7th, and closed on the 2 1st of last month.

dition. Their number was not given, but it was 
staled that about wic half are emigrants from the 
slave sLales, and it is principally among litis claw 
that tho degradation and misery exist, which have 
heen so often held up as proofs that the coloured 
peopleare " better ofl'in slavery than infreedom. ,, 
A large portion of the coloured inhabitants ot 
the city and ils district?, arc industrious and re- 
spectable, acquiring property, providing for their 
own families, and paying a fair proportion of taxes 
and other contributions for the relief of the poor. 
Wo hope tho information obtained by the com- 
mittee, will bo speedily published. 

With respect to the proposed investigation into 
the present state of the slave trade and slavery, 
wo do not know what specific object the mem- 
bers of the Meeting for SutTerlngs have in view, 
but, we confess, we cannot hope for much benefit 
to the cause of the slave, from such an investiga- 
tion. The character of both slavery and tho slave 
trade, is fully known. The census of the United 
States proves a constant increase in the number 
of slaves; and of the continuance, and even ev- 
tensiun of the slave trade, there is no wuiil of 
evidence. 

It seems to us, that the great concern and busi- 
ness of Friends, both individually and in their 
church notion, 'should now be, to seek for the 
remedies that may remove these evils, and, so 
far as lies in their power } to apply these remedies. 

The British House of Commons has recently 
appointed a committee to investigate the present 
stale of the foreign African slave trade; but a dis- 
tinct and definite object is in view— to ascertain 
whether the present cruising system of repression 
should be persevered iii or not. The legislators 
and statesmen of England] are slow to believe 
that so long as a demand exists for African slaves, 
there will be a .supply, notwithstanding the laws 
against the trade, and the combined efforts of 
armed squadrons to suppress it. Hence, the pro- 
priety of their inquiry into the effect of the meas- 
ures hitherto pursued, to enable them to decide 
whether the existing circumstances of the case 
render some change of policy expedient. 

Bat it is sufficient for Friends to know that the 
whole system is in active and vigorous existence ; 
they possess no legislative or coercive measures, 
to bo varied by circumstances; their duties are 
not changed by the increase or decrease of the 
foreign or domestic slave trade, nor by the greater 
or less intensity of the evils inseparably or tem- 
porarily connected with slavery. Under these 
impressions, wo believe the inquiry now proper 
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for Friends to make, and, indeed, imperative upon t unflinching perseverance, Iho faithful devotion of 
them if they would fulfil their high calling, is not, (those who are truly awakened to their duties, 
to what unusual Bufferings ami abuses the slaves j May they be enabled to cherish tlieir "rain of 
are subjected, or to what evient the slave trade is ) faith !

Ami yet, on the 
anniversary of lhat same day of horror, and in 
that very cily where blood was (lowing like water, 
has God tins day given a rendezvous lo men of 
peace, where wll.l tumult is transformed into 
order, nnd animosity into love- The stain of 
blood is blotted out, nnd in its placo beams forth 
a ray of holy light.

Believing that one of the most vital testimonies 
t;t ught by the Christian religion, and to which 
the Society of Friends is becoming rencwedly 
nwakened, i* not duly appreciated by many in 
this "Western land, and believing at this moment 
slaves are toiling for us under the infliction of 
cruelties fur greater than were practiced in for- 
mer times, and being convinced that we are di- 
rectly hiring oppression by purchasing its fruits 
and giving the slaveholder and overseer the pay 
for which, chiefly, this wrong ami ini<puty are 
committed — those interested in purchasing ar- 
ticles which are free from the stain of Slavery, 
met at Friends' Meeting House in Salem, Henry 
t'nunty. Iowa, 3d mo. 2'Jth, 1850, for the purpose 
of considering what practical measures could be 
best adopted to encourage the use of free grown 
products. The meeting i»rgani'/,od by calling 
■Joseph 1). Hoag to the chair, and appointing 
Reuben Dorland Secretary. The following res- 
olutions wore offered, which, after pertinent re- 
marks by the friends of the cause, were unani- 
mously adopted, viz : 

Hesolwtl, That in the opinion of this meeting, 
the friends of tho slaves in this and other 
countries, have a great individual, as well as col- 
lective duly to perform towards the sufl'cringnnd 
oppressed millions uf mankind, now in bondage, 
in abstaining, as far as practicable, from the use 
of slave labor produce, and in the encouragement 
of that alone, which is grown and manufactured 
by the compensated labor of freemen. 



AVWm/, That wo believe it to be our duty to 
seta worthy example ourselves, and also to en- 
courage and sustain every well directed effort to 
induce the public at large to adopt similar views 
and practice, as one great and powerful means of

On Thursday evening, a large and influential 
meeting of the friends of freedom was held in 
Salem chapel, IIood-slrcQt, to afford Dr. Penning- 
ton and the Re?. Hi II. Garnet, two gentlemen of 
colour from the United States, an opportunity of 
addressing the inhabitants of this town, on tho 
wrongs and sufferings of their fellow-couutrymon. 
Tho Kev. J. C. Cruce presided. j 

Tho Rev. II. II. Garnet, who spoke first, was j 
received with loud applause. He had, he said, j 
been accustomed to meet his esteemed brother \ 
Dr. Pennington in his own land, and he was 
truly glad to have an opportunity of meeting him 
in this country, to advocate the cause of freedom. 
Since ho came to this country, his heart had been 
cheered by seeing the cordiality and warm-heart- 
edness with which tho principles he had advoca- 
ted had been received. A day or two ago, the 
news reached them that the great battle, which 
has 80 long been in progress in the United States, 
between freedom and slavery, has at length been 
terminated, atloast forascoson. Since December 
last, when tho Congress was opened, a struggle I 
had been going on, which for fierceness and de- 
termination was unprecedented in the history of 
the country. On the one side there were those in 
favor of the propagation of slavery over the whole 
American territory ; and on tho other side wore 
the friends of freedom, few in number, but bold 
and persevering, sustained by the good men of 
tho country, and by tho smiles and approbation 
of that God who ever takes the side of tlio op- 
pressed and looks with indignation on the oppres- 
sor. Tho struggle had at length terminated ; 
ami though they had some reason to lament that 
New Mexico had been admitted into tho Union 
without a prohibition of tho introduction of sla- 
very, yet they could rejoice that California, the { 
modern land of Ophiv — and indeed, according to 
the opinions of some, the ancient laud of Ophir — 
attracting by its gold and other treasures, the 



people from all parts of the world, had unfurlnd 
the banner of freedom, and declared that slavery 
should not exist. Another part of the intelli- 
gence overwhelmed hitu with grief. The- far- 
famed Fugitive Slave Bill had passed both houses 
of Congress, and become law. 

There was nothing in the annals of tyranny 
that surpassed such an outrage as this. It was 
tempting tho whole raco to depart from the prin- 
ciples of peace, and when that bill was under 
discussion, men of christian character and feel- 
ings began with the greatest alarm to make pre- 
paration for theevent, if it should transpire. He 
had seen men calmly look on all the consequen- 
ces, and declare that never should their domestic 
tranquillity be interrupted by tho steps of the 
slaveholder, without resistance; tho black men 
were even now arming themselves, tho seeds of 
civil war had heen scattered, and he expected 
soon to receive the intelligence that some dread- 
ful conflict bad taken place in the United States, 
lie hoped God would bring lightout of this dark- 
ness, and that the friends of freedom would be 
stimulated to greater exertion, to hasten on the 
day when slavery should he abolished, and liber- 
ty proclaimed. By this bill, also, if any person 
opened the door of his house to a fugitive slave, 
ho could bo thrown into prison, and the full 
amount of that slave charged upon him. Tho 
question seemed to arise, will Britain extend an 
arm to help tho slave, and uso her influence to 
roll back the dark tide of slavery ? He could go 
to Virginia, or auy other of the slave markets, 
and by consulting tho market price of slaves in 
thoso places, toll what is the state of tho cotton 
market in Liverpool, or he could go to Liverpool, 
and by ascertaining the state of the cotton mar- 
ket there, could tell tho price slaves were selling 
at in America. Ho was convinced that the only 
way by which slavery could be effectually abol- 
ished would be by discouraging tho use of slave- 
grown produce, and giving the prefereueoto free- 
grown. Brother Jonathan did not keep slaves 
merely for the pleasure of keeping them, but for 
the profit derived from them, and so long as he 
was- convinced that it was a paying matter to 
keep his brethren in slavery, so long would ho 
keep theui. Mr. G. produced considerable* sen- 
sation in the meeting by exhibiting a slaveholder's 
whip, tho thong of which was three yards long, 
and which, he said, had bcon in use, and been 
mode red with tho blood of men, women, and 
children.

in their families, Arc. The subject was again 
moved in 1711 by tho Quarterly Meeting of 
Chester; then the most Southern branch of; 
Philadelphia Yearly Meeting 1 - This -was near- 
ly five years before the subject was taken up 
by New England Yearly Meeting. Authony 
Bonetot and John Woolman, two of the moat 
assiduous advocates of Iho colored race, of their 
day, wore, members of Philadelphia Yearly 
Meeting. In Philadelphia, where Friends pro- 
bably exercised more influence than in any 
Other city ou the American continent, the first; 
law wan enacted that no more tlavca should bo 
boru within the jurisdiction of Pcnnnylvania. 
Hut may We not now seriously ask whether 
Friends of this Yearly Meeting are likely. ' 
much longer to retain the position which oar ; 
fathers attained ? The managers institute no; 
invidious comparison, but they can neither' 
deny nor disguise the fact, that the free labor, 
movements have not among us obtained the' 
countenance and encouragement, which, I bey 
assuredly believe, their importance demands. 
This circumstance, however, though greatly to 
be regretted, furnishes nn reason why the 
members of Ibis association should relax their 
eStf* On the contrary, it presents motive 



for more assiduous and persevering exertions 
to excite a livelier iuterest in tho cause, both 
among our follow members, and in the com- 
munity at largo. 

The cause in which we have embarked is the 
eau«e of humanity nnd justice; the means pro- 
posed arc wholly pacific in their character ; nnd 
if they could lw made general, would causer 
Shivery, with all its rami flea lions, to expire 
from exhaustion, arid without a struggle.

O/ths Fret J'rmlun : AuoriatioH of Friendt of 

Nor York Yearly Meeting. 

While tho subject of abstinence from tho 
products of the labor of Slave* secius to be 
eliciting fresh attention, and its advocates to 
bo gaining strength and courage, not only 
abroad, but in distant sections of our own 
oountry; it is painful aud humiliating to be 
obliged to chronicle among oorselvcsj an nppa- 
| rent decline of interest in this deeply interest- 
ing and important cause. 

Wo would earnestly impress on tho conside- 
ration of each ono whom we address, tho query, 
Why Is this? Arc wo excusing our own indi- 
vidual efforts on account of the high ground 
which New York Yearly Meeting has uikcn, 
or have we altwirthrr crated to romcnibcr them 
thul arc in bonds a* bound with them? The 
present is no time for snpinencss or indiffer- 
ence ! The withering grasp of Slavery scorns 
still stronger than Over in our country and her 
institutions. Even ttiOM who are released from 
its thrall, the free people of color, whose cha- 
racter and whose labor, it is ouo of our duties 
to elevate, are pursued by an unpitying preju- 
dice, and like a tubulated lnud of old, when 
persecuted in one State fleeing to auotber, too 
often finding no place of safety or of refuge, 
short of those blissful shores where ull earth's 
weary pilgrims rest together, and the servant is 
free from bis master. 

The managers have continued to hold their 
regular meetings, but so feebly have thetr 
huuds ben upheld and so extremely inade- 
quate have Iwen the receipts into their treasu- 
ry, to accomplish the ends in view, that with 
the? exception of issuing a second edition of the 
Tract, entitled "Slavery and the Slave trade. 
Who is responsible?" they have been com- 
pelled to remain inactive during the past year. 
While, however, this has necessarily beeu tho 
cane, they have, not failed to look upon the 
fields, and they believe they were never more 
white unto harvest than at the present time.

Genuinesksh or Fiiee Labor Goods. — It 
appears to he uueessary, in answer to the queries 
of some new subscribers, briefly to restate what 
has been pretty fully explained in our former 
volume. An extensive supply of Dry Goods asid 
Groceries is kept, (wholesale and retail), at the 
Free Produce Store in this city, N. W. Corner 
Cherry and Fifth Sts. These are quite free from 
the stain of Slavery : the guarantee for which is 
not merely iu the care, conscientiousness and 
discrimination of the Proprietor of the Establish- 
ment, but in the sufficiency of the means employ- 
ed. In reference to the Groceries, no explana- 
tion is called for at present. A list is possessed 
by said Proprietor, of the names of growers of 
free Cotton, in Texas, Alabama, Western Ten- 
nessee, and Mississippi, who have been visited on 
their plantations by a confidential Agent. They 
neither own nor hire Slaves, and hence, (owing 
to the laws of those States,) the cotton is raised 
by whites. It is also */e««frf exclusively by free 
labor. From these planters it i«< purchased by 
reliable Stationary agents, who, after a Kcrtainixi; 
that they neither, bold nor hire Slaves, require, 
on delivery of the cotton, a certificate oi nflinna- 
tion of the fact, that, this particular parcel of cot- 
ton has been raised and ginucd entirely by free 
hands, uud by persons who empfey no slaves, — 
Moreover, no temptation to deceive is extended 
in the way iif premium or higher price. What 
little extra expense is charged upon free goods, 
results front tho cost of separata manufacture, 
and hope* arc entertained that even this trifling 
bar (trifling to those who are conscientious on 
tho subject) to the use of free goods, will lie re- 
moved. To keep the free cotton unmtxet/ iu the 
process of manufacture, nu excess thereof is sent 
to the factory, and the portion at tho begiuning 
and end, being mixed with Slave Cotton in the 
joining (to uvoid stopping the machinery) is re- 
jected. But whilst tho arrangement is perfect as 
regards the integrity of the free fabric, it ia high- 
ly desirable to establish niilln to run on free cot- 
ton exclusively ; anuVour friend of the Free Pro- 
ducc Store, has made the proposi tion alluded to 
by our correspondent W., (and to which wo 
Bbould be glad to see a liberal response) to estab- 



lish a Jobbing Mill, and to run it upon a vurii-ty 
of staple articles: the only mode at present seen, 
to obviate the ha?jirdous necessity of laying iu 
large stocks of articles for which the demand is 
small. Fmm t ho store referred to, many Merchants 
and others, in various States, are furnished with 
Goods, 



Fbek Labor Faotorv-— We invite attention 
to the article which commi-nces the present num- 
ber. Tho object proposed is important. A capi- 
tal of about 815,000 thus invested, would, it is 
believed, enable the Proprietor of the Free La- 
bor Establishment to curry on the lms'imss much 
more to tho furtherance of the original design, 
and to the Satisfaction of ennsumera of Froo Pro- 
duce. We think there are pANCM! enough, who, 
by loans of various amounts, could, without any 
inconvenience to themselves, place the Establish- 
ment beyond the position of a mere experiment.

Convinced of the 
errors of Unilarianism, and not satisfied with t ho 
form* of tho Church of Kugland, or of any class 
of the clisscutors, she took refuge in liio quietness 
of otcr silent meeting?, which she attended with 
muub nasiduity. In the meantime it wis evident 
that Christ Himself wis becoming Iter home, ber 
peaceful, poTinanent home; and, by degrees, she 
became thoroughly couviticedl of the truth of the 
principles of Friends.

the change at once, and openly declared herself 
a Quaker. Seldom has a more si rikhig improve- 
ment been wrought in any one who has passed 
under my notice. Truly may it be said, that her 
endeariug qualities have been sanctified, and her 
pUty of character has not been lost, but has been 
rendered more interesting, than before, by her 
cbango. Every one; who knows her, is aware of 
ber trutbiucss, and appreciates her kinduess and 
good temper j and Quaker as she is, and a de- 
termined one, she is still sought after by some 
of her old frieudfl iu high station, by whom she 
is much beloved."

'1 ho origin of the letter here alluded to, is thus 
interestingly described In J. J. (Jurucy's autobi- 
ography. 

"It was about this period (IS21) that I be- 
camo greatly interested iu the case of Dr. Jnnics 
Aldcrson, aii eminent physician id Norwich, 
then an old man nf 77 or 78, but still in muoh 
vigor u to hi* intellectual faculties. He was 
one of those in whom the evil heart of unbelief 
had long predominated, aud whom I had some- 
times seen occupying the »eat of tho scoroec I 
believed it would be right fur me to go and pay 
bim a religious visit, in the character of a gos- 
pel minister; but bo weak wan my faith that it 
seemed impossible, and I nctu ally did not yield 
to Ibe impression for a full month. Finding no 
peace however, on any other terms, I at length 
called upon him, and, with hia daughter's help, 
induced him to sit down with tne in silence. It 
was an awkward ocuurivu. He was very restless, 
and my ministration as weak as pi>ssible. How- 
ever, in broken terms, I expressed my sense of 
the unutterable importance of simplo faith in 
Christ. Some considerable time afterward he 



miud wag changed: hi* opiuionii, his temper, 
his heart, had ail undergone a revolution ; tho 
lion was become the larnb. 1 It was the Lord's 
doing, and marvellous in our eyes/ 

" On cal ling upon him one day, wheu abou t to 
leave Korwieh for a short period, I expressed a 
denim for his preservation in the truth. 'I do 
assure you,' he replied, ' I have not »ne accpti> 
cal feeling left.' He was much afflicted with a 
pninful disease, which he bore with patience, and 
continued steadfast in tlie eliristsan'g fuith, until 
hia death, which took place about two years af- 
terward. Tbnugb unhesitating in bis belief, bo 
was nfton in conflict respecting himself, but evi- 
dently kept his hold on Jesus. Standing by his 
bed-side, two or three days before bis end, 1 said 
' Ah,dic(or, what a comfort it is, that the blood 
of Jesus Christ cleanseth from all sin.' 'Oh, 
yes !' ho replied, with intense feeling, ' if it 
were not for that, I know uot what would be- 
come of me!' After his death, the dignified 
expression of bis countenance reminded us, not 
of an uubelieving philusophor, but of some vete- 
ran Apostle!" 

The IflUciV on Christianity was afterwards re- 
viged, enlarged, and published, nud numerous 
edition* have been printed since. There is, how- 
ever, an ease and f:tmilinrity in the original let- 
ters, which give them a peculiar interest.* 

Not only was J. J. Ourney instrumental in 
(be divine hand, in turning this aged unbeliever 
from darkness to light, but it is very evident 
from letters of Amelia Opie, now in tho pos- 
session of the writer, that although ho was 
greatly her juuior, his plain aud faithful deal- 
ingj, both in his correspondence, and in hia 
iMjrsonal communications with her, were much 
viewed to her soul. Sho often calls him her 
'* Mentor," and desires lie will continuo his can- 
dor anJ faithfulness, and " make no apology." 
;r- Her intimacy with his sisters was also a great 
advantage to her, and for thirty or forty years it 
might almost be said, ehv looked upoo barlbam 
Hall as one of her homes; at least 3ho wu a 
frequent and always welcome addition to the 
cheerful family party assembled there.

FREE LABOR FACTORY. 
I wa» gratified on eecing the proposition of G. 
W. Taylor, in the preccdinj.' number, and thai 
aucb liberal sums had already been offered toward 
the establishment of a Free Labor Factory. Al- 
though aome may reason, that the establishment

of one small manufactory will do but little to- 
ward liberating throe millions of slaves, it will 
be the beginning of a system, Jhat may lead to 
that result. My memory reaches beyond tho 
time, when a cotton factory excited in the Unit- 
ed Suites; and 1 have often been in the little 
wool earding-mill, said to have been tho first iu 
America. Tho cotton manufentory bad^a small 
and nlow beginning, but now, we its extent, aud 
ita effects on slavery. Every important measure 
litis had a beginning, and vast resultn have nrisen 
from beginning an small as this proposed estab- 
lishment. 

Tho beginning of Slavery in thin country was 
gradual, and its abolition thus far has been gra- 
dual. Althonglt many havo long been contend- 
ing for immediate aud unconditional emancipa- 
tion, we soo how little progress they have made. 
It in very littlo thai man con do in his own will 
and strength . but the Creator r«f man, wlmn-lnn* 
has power in heaven and earth, and who seen the 
end from the beginning, can, and doubtless will, 
in his own time, give liberty tn the* captive, and 
let the oppressed go free. And although Ha 
can do this without the aid of mnn, yet Ho has 
heretofore* been pleased to make use of iimtru- 
mcntn to accomplish his purposes, and douhiless 
will continue to do so; and in order to become 
His instruments, I belioTB that it in necoswiry for 
us to endeavor to make our hand*elenn fr^m tho 
sin w-c undertake to contend ngain.at. And while 
every individual is thus engaged in purifying 
himself, his iufluenee nnd example, will doubt- 
less have an effect ou others j hence the testimo- 
ny will increase and extend; aud in order to pro- 
Vide ourselves with the ncee-isnries and comforts 
of life, that are free from Slavery, we shall be 
uuder the necessity of resorting to such means 
M are in our power, to accompliiih it ; and in 
doing this, with n single purpose of heart, wo 
become instrumental fur good to the poor slave 
Thna, if all who profess to be opposed to Slavery 
should ceftso from usittg its prftrluct*, One factory 
Willi do but little in supplying them with cot- 
ton goods, and after adopting these views, and 
undertaking in earnest to put them into practice, 
it would not be long before they would as noon 
think of introducing Slavery, ssslnve-prown pro- 
duce, and from necessity the Slaveholders would 
havo to change their system for one of free labor ; 
and thus the object would be accomplished— not 
by our fighting against Slavery, or denouncing 
Slaveholders, but simply by ceasing to partako 
of its iniquity.

AUT&DIOGKAPHY OF THE NEGRO POET. 

The St-nora Donna Beatrice, the wife of Don 

Juan M took a pleasure every time sho 

went to her beautiful estate, the Molino, to nioke 
choice of the tinea t Creole children about the age 
of ten or eleven years, and carry tlicm 10 town, 
where she gave theui instruction conformable lo 
their new condition. Her house was always fill- 
ed with those young sloven iiintrueted in every- 
thing necessary to her service. One of the favo- 
rite young slaves wa* Marin M , my mother, 

who was greatly esteemed, for her intelligence, 
and her occupation waa to wait ou the Senora 
Marque** of J. iu her advanced ago. This lady 
was accustomed when she was pleased with her 
attendant*, lo givo thorn their liberty when they 
were about to marry, if it were with some me- 
chanic likewise free; providing them with all 
things necessary, as if thoy had boon her own 
ohildron, without depriving them after their mar- 
riago of the favor and protection of her house, 
which extended even to their children and hus- 
bands; of winch conduct there arc many nota- 
ble examples, among those who were not even 
born in her house- Various changes, however, 
taking place iu the service, Maria became the 
chief waiting-woman of the Marqucsa. In this 
situation she married Toribio do Castro, and in 
due time, I waa ushered into the world. 

My master took a fancy to me, and it is said 

I was more in his arms than in those of my mo- 



cried, and so disturbed the house, that some- 
times it was necessary to scud for the whip, 
wluch nobody dared to Iny on me, for not even 
my jtarvnts were authorised to flog me, and I 
knowing this, often took advantage of it. On 
one occasion, being very told, my father heat 
me, but my mistress hearing of it, did not allow 
him for many days to come into her presence, 
until he procured the intercession of her Confes- 
sor, the father Maya, a Franciscan, and then he 
was forgiven; after the latter had explained to 
him that my Senora, as mistress, and my father, 
as a paTcnt, had each their respective direction 
of me. 

At ton years of ago, I learned by heut some 
of the longest sermons of Father Loins, of Gre- 
nada, and the visitors who came to the house on 
Sundays, used to hear ine repeat thcro when I 
came from the chapel, whither I was sent with 
ray godmother, to learn how to behave in church; 
because, aUhougk the service was performed 
every Sunday in the house, I was not permitted 
to bo present, on account of the tricks I might 
have played with the other children. 

I also knew my catechism well, and as much 
of religion as a woman could teach me,* I knew 
how to sew tolerably, and to place the furniture 
iu order. Ou one occasion, I was taken to the 
Opera, and received some presents for reciting 
what I heard, but many more for tho sermons, 
and my parents got what I received in the draw- 
ing-room.

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But passing over min-h of my early history, 
in which there was nothing but happiu.*.—, I 
must nut omit the oircum^tanccs whit-li liuppen< 
ed at my btiptism ; on that aw»ion, I was dress- 
ed in the sumo robe in which (he Sciiura l>uiitm 
BeOtrSoe was btspthwd, which was celebrated wiih 
great rejoicings, my father b^ing skilled in 
muMe, mid playing mi the flute and ehtrifiuet ; ; 
iitid in v mistress desiring lo soluuitiwc th.it d»¥ 
wiih one of her noble traits of generosity, in pari 
liberated my paivuU by '* coartwion, giving, 
them tlic power at any time of pUrehaslDg their/ 
liberty at tho sum of three hundred dollars each; J 
what greater happiness could be looked! fur at) 
her hands. 

Al the age of tea, I was j>laecd under the care 

of my godfather; having learned something of! 
my father's trade, which won that of a tailor,: 
previously, to being sent lo the estate, 31 y mo- 
ther gave birth to two other children. One of 
them, for what reason I know not, was made 
free — aud this one died- My father lamenting 
his denth, saying, '* if things had been otherwise, 
1 might have boon content, my two living chil- 
dren are slaves, aud the one that was free is 
d«id ;" wheroujion my generous m'utrott hail a 
document prepared, in which it was declared 
that the next child thoy should have should be 
free; and it hiippcncd that twin* were subse- 
quently born, who arc still liviug. and both were 
freed. My parents: now were removed lo the es- 
tale of tho Molino, where they were placed in; 
charge of the house, and about this period thc^ 
MnrojUesa died there. I was sent for in her last 
illness. I remember little of what happened on 
my arrival, except being at the bed-side of my 
mistress with my mother, Donna. Joaquina, aud 
the priest, and that her hand rested on my shoul- 
der, wbjle my mother and Donua .Tonquina wept 
a great deal, and spoke about something which 1 } 
did not understand, and then, that 1 was^tuken^ 
away. Soon after I went lo play, and the lol-J 
lowing morning I «iw her stretched on a large j 
bed, and crioti, and was carried, down stairsf 
where the other soryants were mourning for their J 
mistress; ami all night long all the negroes of. 
the estate made great 1. ..mentation, repeated Ion J 
rosary, and I wept with them. 

I was taken to the Havana, to my godfather,} 
w! t h w hom I soon l&irnod my mistress had left mo; \ 
for some years I saw nothing of my father. My 
godfather had taken up Ids residence in the 
court-yard of the Cuunt, in the street Inquisidor, 
where 1 was accustomed to go about tho house, 
and to leave it when 1 thought proper, without 
knowing whether I had a master or nut. 

Hut one, day, being permitted to go to the 
house of the Marquesa, to sec uiy old acquaint- 
ances there, 1 knew not what passed there, but 
when I was about returning to my god-father, 
and my dear godmother, 1 was uot allowed to 
go: here I was clothed in a rich livery, with a 
great deal of gold tacc, and what with my Sue 



clothes, going to the. theatres, lu rertuh'as, bails, 
and places of amusement, J soou forgot my old 
quiet mode of life, and ihr kiudnes- even «f my

U< the house of Dmum JottoJAAj who treated iue 
like a white child, Mw that I was properly 
clothed, and even combed my hajr hentvlf ; and 
a- in the time of the Marquesa de J., she al lowed 
ine not to pray with the Otbor negro children at 
i huivh — aud at meal time my (date was given lo 
me to eat. at the feet of the Seuora Marquesa do P., 
and all tins lime 1 was far away from my father 

aud mother. 

I had already at the age of twelve years 
eomjpoBed some verses iu memory, because my 
godfatlu-r did nut wish mo to learn lo write, but 
I dictated my verses by stealth lo a youug mu- 
latto girl, of the iiauie of Semfina, which versos 
were of mi amatory eliuracter. From this age, I 
passed ou without many changes in my lut to 
my fourteenth year; but tho important port of 
my history began when I w«s about eighteen, 
when fottuno'i bitterest enmity ms turned on 
me, as we shall sec hereafter. 

For the slightest crime of boyhood, it was the 
eUBtoui to shut me up in w place for charcoal, for 
four-and- twenty hours at a time. I was timid in 
the extreme, and my prison, which still may be 
seen, was so obscure, that at mid-day no object 

could be distinguished in it without a cunollc. 

Here after bring flogged I was placed, with or- 
ders to tho slaves, under threats of Ihe greatest 
punishment, to abstain from giving mo a dropof 
water. What I suffered from hunger mid thirst, 
tormented wiih fear, in a place so. h'sinal and dis- 
tant from the house, and almost suffocated with 
the vapours arising from the common sink, that 
was close to my dungeon, and cunsUnUj terrified 
by the rats that passed over me and about me, 
may be easily imagined. My head was filled 
with frightful fancies, with nil the monstrous 
tales. 1 had over heard of ghosts and apparitions, 
and sore-Cry 3 and often when a troop of rata 
would arouse me with their noise, 1 would ima- 
gine 1 was surrounded by evil spirits, and I 
would roar aloud and pray for uierey; and then 
I would bo taken out mid almost flayed olive, 
Igsin shut up, and the key tabeu away, and kept 
in the room of my mistress, the Senora herself, 
On two occasions the Senor Don Nicholas and 
his brother showed ino compassion, introducing 
through an aperture in tho door, a morsel of 
bread niid somo water, with tho aid of a coffee- 
pot with a longspout. This kind of punishment 
was so frequent that there was not a week that I 
did not Buffer it twice or thrice, and in thecoun- 
try, on the OHtatol I suffered a like martyrdom. I 
attribute the smalluess of my stature and the de- 
bility of my constitution to the life of suffering 
I led, from my thirteenth or fourteenth year. 

My ordinary crimes were— uoi to hear the first 
time I waa called ; or if at the time of getting a 
buffet, I uttered a word of complaint ; and I Ted 
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a life of sn mock misery, daily receiving Mow ! tiffed to he sleeping when my poor mot}i«r and 
on the face, that often made the blood spout toy brother Flounce waited up for mo, till [fie 
from my nostrills; no sooner would I hear mv-jhour of my arrival.

In this pretence there 
ou be no sincerity, and the men who urge it 
ought not to be regarded as veritable, or as fit 
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for the society of humane, honest, truth-loving 
people. 

Were we called upou to designate this bill by 
some one attribute, vre should hesitate lo say 
whether bjirbariiy, mendacity, or audacity pre- 
dominates. A certaiu leading commercial paper, 
is only res'rjtucd by the 11 perfectly knavi-h 
character" of the reasoning of tho Washington 
Union and the advocates i»f the measure, from 
vstlltng il " aid's logic." It is indeed a kind of 
folly which would hardly depart from its possess- 
or though you should "bray him in n mortar." 
Yet wheu we luvc heard il openly avowed, and 
this policy vindicated as "justice to the South," 
and in itself right, we have wished that such per- 
sons might try (ho experiment of slavery ju^t 
long enough (and no longer) to clear their 
vision — to give them a true perception of what 
U due to human beings. " But," said such a 
person yesterday, in reply to thin wish — " I hope 
you don't compare niggers to while men!" We 
do place all human beingu on the comntou plat- 
form of humauity, and we do claim for them all 
the rights which bidong to our common nature. 

The N. Y. Kt'mmg Pott has some good pas- 
sages on the subject: 

"Among the commercial men who are giving 
thoir signatures to tho call for a mcciuu*; in rela- 
tion to the threatened repeal of the .Miaaouri 
compromise, tho observation is frequently made, 
as they set their names to the paper, that a bar- 
gain is a bargain, and that jf ono of the parties 
to a bargain, having received from the other the 
consideration stipulated, refuse* to do what he 
promised, he is a rogue. The Nebraska question 
in the aspect which Mr. Douglas's bill has given 
to it, is a simple question of moral honesty. A 
merchant of Now York, who should refuse to de- 
liver tea purchaser merchandise for which he 
had been paid, would never he trusted again. 
This is mercantile honesty, but if we aro lo fol- 
low the maxims of those who talk of repealing 
the Missouri compromise, after Missouri has 
been admitted under it, political honesty U a 

very different thing." 

* * * * • * ■ 

"The very reasoning employed by these peo- 
ple rcfulcs. itself. If the compromises of — 
tho Missouri compromise — is repealed by the 
compromise of 18»0; in that case it is not neces- 
sary to repeal it again — in that case tho permis- 
sion to introduce slavery, prompted by Mr. Dou- 
glas, is unnecessary. If the compromise of 1.850 
has annulled the prohibition of slavery in the re- 
gion once called Irtiuisiuna, there i& no need of 
annulling it in the bill for organizing tho Nebras- 
ka territory. But if it bo needful to enact a 
special law in order lo permit slavery to enter 
Nebraska, then is the Missouri compromise not 
repealed by tho compromiw of 15w; and the 
plain truth of tho matter is, that Mr. Douglas 
and his associates nant to make another compro- 
mise.

If you do not sign it , I shall consider you as de- 
sirous of fomenting an agitation, What I want, 
is peace and harmony, aud all tho profits/' 

"Strange ns such language would seem in a 
mercantile transaction between man and man, it 
is precisely the language of the friends of the 
Nebraska bill. Of course, nobody but one who 
deserved to be under guardianship for idiocy 
would listen for a moment to such arguments in 
an affair of business. Those who use them in 
support of the Nebraska bill, greatly underrate 
the intelligence of the people, as, wc think, they 
will yet find to their cost. 

Tiik BtmwiftQ or a Negro.— There is a class 
of citi/ons who stoutly deny that, except in iso- 
lated CaiCS, cruelty is practised upon tho slaves. 
1 Yot wo need not look elsewhere than in South- 
ern prO-ftdavery papers for abundant instances of 
horrible barbarity which sieken the soul. Tho 
negro, bond or free, male or female, has in fact 
no real security in some states of the south. No 
matter what the injury, Ihe outrage or assault, 
the negro who shall dare to raise his or her hand 
against a white, is subject to fearful retribution. 
And the greatest outrage and wrong may he per- 
petrated upon a negro, in tho presence of many 
credible negroes, and they dare not interfere, nor 
will thvir testimony be listened to. In another 
column wo give a shocking narration, much the 
worst part of which, in our apprehension, is the 
part performed in this tragedy by Ihe ministers 
of Religion (so called.) Par be it from us to 
join in denunciations against the ministers of the 
Gospel, a class of persons (if genuine and faith- 
ful)who are occupied in the uoblea-t work which 
can engage the "powers of man, — but such as 
these, — who "steal the livery of Heaven" for 
ihe service of the foul Fiend, meril the scathing 
rebukes of Wbittierin bis "Clerical Oppressors."

Some atlncfc* ol* aguo, which nearly ended my 
days, prevented me from acorn pjnying my mis- 
tress to Havana. When I recovered, no one 
could enjoy himself in iwo years as 1 did in four 
month*; 1 bathed four timos a day, nnd even in 
the night, I 6*hed t roile on homekick, made ex- 
cursions into the mountains*, ascended llie high- 
est hills, eat all hiii'ht «f fruit ; in short, I enjoy, 
ed all the innocent plensures of youth. In this 
little epoch I greW vtout and lively, but when I 
returned lo cry old mode of life, my health 
broke down ngiun, and I became as 1 was before. 

When I reoTcred sufficiently, my first destiny 
Was to be a p:i«e, as well in UaTOla us in Ma- 
lanzas ; already 1 was liaerl to fit up fnnn my 
earliest years ihc greatest |Miri of the night, in 
tho citv, either at the thettira, or at parties, or 

in the house of tb* Maixjuis M Ii and 

the Senoras C, from which we went out at 
ten o'clock, and after supper play liepin, and 
contiouid till eleven or twelve; and at Matan- 
1AB, on the days appointed, nnd sometimes not, 
when they dined at the house of Count J., or in 
that of Don Juan M., nnd generally lo pass the 
evening in the house of the Senoras'G., in which 
the most distinguished persons of the town met 
and played at treeillo, malilla, or burro. While 
my lady played, I could not quit the sido of her 
chair nil midnight, when we usually returned to 
the Molino. If during the tertullia* I fell asleep, 
or wcni behind the volante.if tholanthorn went 
out by accident, even as goon n we arrived, the 
mayoral, or a»lminiBtrador wa«« called up, and I 
was put for the night in the stocks, and af day- 



break 1 was called lo un account, not as u boy ;

or five nights soldutn passed that I did not fall 
into llio same fault*. ■ My poor mother nnd bro- 
thers more than twice sat up waiting for mo 
while I w.is i:i confinement, wailinp u sorrowful 
morning.

"few whom bis heart hud singled out iu early life, 
>us poiwissiug a kiiuhvdship of spirit, be was a 
f steady, faithful, and Itulj ■ > \\-<\\ i/.iu,: friend. 
' Indeed, Iris girt of sympathy, ilioiigh not always 
; called into exoivin.' on -'rdinary oeem-ioud, way a 
very remarkable one. lie would give hii whole 
largo heart, and tender all his services lo a frieud 
in ihmmI; am! his true brotherly kindness, those 
J who have largely experienced it, cm ncverforget. 
j " One of the distinguishing feature* of hia 
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character was, o remarkable native timidity, 
which contrasted strikingly Willi lib gigantic in- 
tellect, and manly, powerful fnune. In allusion 
lo hij dup-Hfttafi to shrink from general obser- 
vation, ho cays, in one of his letters; ' My in* 
dulginjr ia lliij sort of timidity is, I dure say, 
sometimes liable bo tuhuudcrstood, cvoii by 
ivy best Tr-ciiJa ; nud thus it is, I can well he- 
llOTO, thii j 'a ye often deprived mywlf of inter- 
course which, might have been to my help and 
comfort..' 

"This uncontrollable timidity extended oven 
to tlie passage through thu valley of the hbadow 
of death, lie had a constitutional dread of dying, 
from which lie said, at different periods of 
his life, lie had Buffered much; but lie win* i> 
Head over all tbiugs to HU own Church, Onr 
compass ioao to and holy High Priest, touched 
with * feeling of the iutinuities of Hi* dedicated 
servant, ia mercy smoothed the gradual descent, 
and shielded liiaj from ail the imagined terrors 
nf the cloning scene. A veil of unconsciousness 
wow gently drawn over his perceptive faculties, 
and after a quici slumber of twenty-four hours' 
continuance, 1 lac was not, for God took him.' " 

The Norfolk Newt says, in a brief hut graphic 
memoir of Wiixjam Fokster ; "An intimate 
attachment subsisted \. ; ■.■ i, him and Joseph 
John Oorqcy, mid in many respecte they were 
kindred spirit*. To know not on whom the 
mantle of cither may have fallen, but we scarce- 
ly ertwetta sco tho men who wiJl wear it with 
equal worthiness. Faithfully did each of them 
servo his gc»cr.s:iou, a Mil ivbnly did the sun of 
life sol ou Choir departing moments.'" IEctwecn 
these good and noble men, a close aud intimate 
bond of uujou was formed in the year 1816 — a 
bond of ewe): a nature m nui to ho interrupted 
in life, am? only to bo hallowed and strengthen- 
ed by the seeming; separation of death. Wfl 
have b«n allowed the perusal of a few of Wm. 
Forstcr's letters to his christian friend aud bro- 
ther, with kohio extract froia which wo propose 
to enrich nnr Journal. They will serve us indi- 
catious of hrs epistolary style, and will furnish 
a better insight into the beautiful character of 
his mind than wo could otherwise hope, to 

convoy. 

In a letter to J.J. Gurnoy, written at Staines. 
8th Mo. 18th, 1815, he says: 

"For some days previous to the receipt, of thy 
letter thou hadst been much in my thoughts * 
* ■* The remembrance uf thee WW 
attended with that indescribably sweet and pro- 
Hons fooline which 1 take lo lw n lively sense of 
the fellowship of the gospel of Christ, and 1 of- 
ten recurred with peculiar .satisfaction to the Tew 
day* we pissed together In Suffolk and EflftSX, 
to our meetings, our conversations, and our read- 
ings; but more especially to what I felt, and to 
whnt I believe thou felt with me. The hist half 
hour of our last stage is to this day a subject of 

very grateful reflection. It waa one uf thoso 



bright spots in my pilgrimage to which I trust I 
shall always look back with comfort and salUfao 
tiun. * * * 

"Now I want to tell thee a little about my- 
self, and where I have been for the last few 
weeks : hut I have such a thorough dislike to any- 
thing in myself bordering on egotism (though I 
fear Imrdly enough so on a right ground) that I 
have scarcely courage to begin, liui m I vain- 
thy sympathy I will try to tell tlieo a little of the 
way in which I have been led — of my troubles 
aud rejoicings. When I had got through Bark- 
ing Monthly Meeting, I was joined by 1113- dear 
sUter lC.,in a visit to our own member?. It tontc 
up three or four weeks, and was on engagement 
as humiliating mid mortifying ns thou canst 
readily conceive I was often plunged into the 
depths of my infirmities, and laid very low ; bin 
I have had to rejoice in these dispensation* of 
I>ivine Wisdom; for by them tho creature wus 
subjected, former experience was forgotten, and 
having nothing to trust to but the renewing of 
the Jloly Spirit, I w.is sometimes made glad in 
Him who ia the Resurrection aud the Life. 
When thus permitted to look unto Jesus, the 
faintest glimpse «if His power and glory never 
failed to afford mo comfort and support . From 
.-or own Monthly Meeting I came into Long, 
ford, where I fouud Ann Crowley, n h limbic* 
disciple mid truly valuable minister, prepared to 
unite with me. I left home last First day two 
weeks, and hail a meeting in n liorn nt Ilnrrow 
iu the eveuing, on my way to Uxbridgc. It wan 
very larj;o. The love and power of Christ were 
richly and eminently displayed iu my view, and 
I think I never felt more of the ennsolulinna of 
the Gospel dispensed for my own support and 
encouragement, than while I was traveling alone 
in my chair that evening: a striking contrast to 
tho fears and doubts that assailed me on my set- 
ting out. Such seasons nre truly like a brook 
by tbo way. If the foretaste bo so unuttcrahly 
"loriflus, so completely satisfying-, what mu«t 
the fruition be. But wo often rise to fall, and 
sometimes with little hope of lieing lifted up 
again. So it was with me. I had to wade un- 
der much sensible weakness in our visit to 
Friends, as wo went from house to house, yet I 
trust the Lord was with us. Messed bo His 
nauio, lie made 1 lis power manifest." He pro- 
ceed.* to mention numerous meetings, some of 
which were held to bis relief in villages where 
Iho people were little acquainted with Friends, 
and, iu looking towards the closo of l,i - present 
mission, lie say*: "How I then may be dis- 
poned of 1 know not, but at proeul I sec no 
prospect of resting^ at home. Sometimes 1 wish 
tor a little respite, but my principal desire is for 
that state of resignation in which I can feel it to 
be my daily meat and driuk to do tho will of my 
Father which is in Heaven." By subsequent 
letters of the same year, we find thnt he was oc- 
cupied almost without intermission, by gospel 
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services, holding meetings from day to day, Ac, 
and whilst humbly ministering to others iu the 
ability afforded, experiencing a fuller est aid Mi-

At the period 
1 speak of) my father wu then living, and used 
to question roe about these things, and advising 
mo to tell always the truth, and to ho honest 
and faithful. As this was the first time that 1 
bad been at the Ingenio, and considering tho 
good treatment I experienced, 1 think it was 
owing to my mistress's secret instructions. 

The seeoud time that I was at Matnnzas, there 
never passed a day without bringing some trou- 
ble to me ; [no, I cannot relate tho incredible 
hardships of my life, a life full of sorrows ! My 
henrt sickened through sufferings, once after 
having received many blows on the face, and 
that happened almost daily, my mistreat said, 
" I will make an end of you before you aro of 
of age;" these words left such au impression on 
my mind, that I risked my mother the meaning 
of llicin, who quite astonished, and after making 
me repeat them twice over, said, a soy son, God 
is more powerful that) the devil." She said no 
more uboul it; but this and some hints I receiv- 
ed from the old servants of the house, began to 
unfold tho true meaning of her expressions. On 
another oecasiou, going to be chastised, for I do 
not remember what trifle, a gentleman, always 
kind to mo, interceded for me; but iny mistresi 
said to him, " mind, Senor, this boy will be One 
day worse than Rousseau and Voltaire, remem- 
ber my words." These stmngc names, and the 
way that my mistress cxprea'scd herself, made 
mc very anxious to know what sort of bud peo- 
ple they wire; but when I found out that they 
were enemies of God, I became, more uneasy, for 
since my infancy I was taught to love and ftu 
Gud, and my tru>t in him was such, that I em- 
ployed always part of the night praying God to 
j lighten my suffurinw aud to preserve me from 
mischief on tho following day, and if I did any- 
thing wrong, I attributed il to my lukewanu- 
ncss in prayorSj or that J might have forgotten 
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as 

relate hereafter. 

Although oppressed with so many BUOuTulga, 
sometimes I gave way to the impulses of my na- 
turally cheerful character. Whenever I went to 
Senor Kstorino's bouse, I used to draw deeoni- 
tious on paper, figures on cards or pasteboard, 
and Bceocs from Chinese shades, then making 
frames of wild canes, for puppet shows, with

1'ucbla, Dou Francisco Miidruga, 
others; to see all this, there used to come seve- 
ral boys of the town, nnd ou these occasions, I 
used to do my best to enliven these entertain- 
ment*. 

Some time after this, we went to Havana, 
where I was appointed to the service of young 
Don Nicolas, who esteemed mc not as a slave, 
but as a son, notwithstanding his youth. In his 
company the tttfflttl of my soul began to disap- 
pear, but soon after I contracted a disease in my 
chest, with a spasmodic cough, of which, with 
tho assistance of Doctor Francisco Lulrion, aud 
with time and youth, I was perfectly cured. As 
I said before, I was now kindly treated, and ne- 
ver was without money in my pocket. My husi- 
noBS was to laktt care of his wardrobe, to clean 
his shoes, and wait upon him: he only forhad 
me going out by myself, to go to the kitchen, 
and to have anv intercourse with loose charac- 
ters; and as lie himself, though young, was 
very circumspect, so ho wished every one about 
bitu to be; 1 never received any reprimand 
from him, and I loved him very much. As soon 
its day dawned, I used to get up, prepare his ta- 
ble, arm-chair, and books, and I adapted myself 
so well to his customs and manners, that I began 
to give myself up to study. From his hooks of 
rhetorio, I learnt by heart, a lesson every day, 
which I used to recite like u parrot, without 
knowing the meaning; but being tired of it, 1 
determined to do something [more mtcful, and 
that was to learn to write : hut here was a diffi- 
culty. I did not know how to begin, nor did 1 
know how to mend a pen, and I would not touch 
any of my master's; however, I bought ink, 
pen*, nud penknife, and some very line paper; 
then taking some of the bib. of written paper 
thrown away by my master, I put a piece- of them 
between one of my fine sheets, and traced the 
character* underneath, in order to accu>tom my 
hand to make letters; with stratagem, nt the 
cud of a month I could write almost tho snino 
hand as my master's. Kxtremely pleased with 
myself, I employed the hours from five to ten 
every evening, exercising my haud to write, and 
in day-timo I used lo copy the inscriptions at the 
bottom, of pictures hung iu tho walls; by these 



bo was told how I had taught myself to write, 
and he encouraged mc, saying, that many of the 
great poets began iu the same way.

By the liberality of a few friends of the Freo 
labor cause, suhicicnl funds have beeu offered to 
purchase the recjuihile amount of inacbiucrv for 
a small espcriuiuutaj mill. At a uxutiug of thu 
contributors, .Samuel Rhoads and Richard Rioh- 
nrd*on were appniiitedTrUfitcos of ihrj Fund. A 
Mill-building with water rHnver, l'ivorably situa- 
ted, has been rented for live yours, a mnuugcr 
engaged, and the machinery ordered. Some cot- 
ton has also been ordered. It has been suggest- 
ed that the fund for supplying tho mill iviili 
cotton he keptscpanite from the machinery fund. 
It is desirable that tbue who intend aiding tlie 
enterprise, and have not yet tmbicribod, will do 
so without delay, giving authority with tln.-ir 
BubttcrtptioD?, to the TroatcWj to add their con- 
tribution* to tho cottou fund, in ease it should' 
not be needed for the machinery. The funds 
applied to the purchase of cotton, will be secured 
by stock on hand, and fix per cent interest paid 
to the contributors, irreapceiive of the profit or 
!o*s on buying mid holding the coltou. The 
contributor* lo this fund, can appoint the .same 
or other individuals as Truatccs of their fund. 
There till he no individual liability uf tho eon- 
tributora to either fund, |i.*y<md thu itmount of 
money they respectively futniah. A part of (be 
money will be needed by llic middle, of uiutb 
mouth or earlier; and probably all by the first 
of the tenth month. Contributors will there- 
fore pleaw be in rcadineee.

At this time my master was near contracting 
an alliance with Senorila Ilnuna Teresa de H., 
nnd I was the messenger between them, an of- 
fice very productive, since I hnd plenty of mo- 
ney given to me, so much that I did not know 
what to do with it; I bought a handsome ink- 
stand, a rule, and a good provision of pens, ink, 
and paper; the rest of my money I sent to my 
motbor. Wo wont to GnaOojay on a visit to 
Count de C, where my future young niiatresa 
resided. As the tirst needle-work my mistress 
made was dress-making, tinder tho care of Seno* 
ra Domingo, her dressmaker; I learned fo make 
fine dresses, mid I had the honor to make some 
dresses for my future mistress, in recompense 
fur which I experienced all sorta of kindness ; 
eind whon they were married I was their pago, 
und n.-i I was so punctual in attendance on them, 
I was treated mure kindly from day today. — 
But this happiness la-led only about three years, 
when iny former mistress of JMamoza?, hearing 
reports 80 favorable of mo, resolved lo take mo 
iuto her own service agaiu. At this time I wai 
so punctual in ottendi rig sick people, though only 
eighteen yean old, that whenever there was a 
person ill in the family, they asked permission 
of my mistress to let ntc attend upon them. Ono 
of them was Bon Jose Maria P. who was very 
ill; I prepared for liim his hath, admiuistcrcd 
the doctor'!* prescriptions in due time, helped 
hitn to rise from his bed, watehed the whole of 
the night, with paper and ink before me, and 
put clown, for the guidance of tho dnetor, the 
Lime that he slept, whether composedly or not, 
how many times he awoke, bow many ho 
coughed, if ho snored, &c.; 1 was much praised 
for this by Ihe doctors, Don Andres Terriltcs, 
Don Nicolas Gutierrcs, nud others.

Would it not be much mora tnconre- 
Huntrar nS to do without our slaves, and in 
many eases to reduce ourselves to actual poverty? 
I say slavery is an evil, and a DUTM, but to get 
rid of it involves us in a thousand fold more dif- 
ficulty mid sacrifice, than you could possibly feel 
iu abstaining from the luxuries produced by sla- 
very. As you have just bought my sugar and 
lnolasaes, I hold mybolf on the -same level with 
you. We both see the evil of slavery, but nei- 
ther of us is willing to sueriQce Money or conw- 
niVwce to principle. Our invitee* are ulrke. I 
caunot nflord to give up tho t/Juvct 1 have inher- 
ited, ami yon cannot afford lo jrive up the 
rim I produce, or to toko tho trouble to obtuiu 
them from free men at a little greater co»t. 

A. I have never thought of this before. 

S. Can you not see that the slaveholder, and 
the consumer of slave produce stand or fall to- 
gether. If you at the north, who denounce sla- 
very as a robbery and crime, would art as you 
profess, wo would liBten to you ; but what rob- 
ber was ever yet couvinced of his sin, by those 
who paid him fur doim; the disagreeable part of 
tho business, aud shared in tho spoil ? At pre- 
sent I consider myself only your^Wft You 
buy and soil nt the north, while I ninnngc my 
plantation south, nrranj^ing every yc:ir to meet 
your demand. You. havo far less excuse for 

iuur part of slavery, than we have for ours. I 
avc beard eomo vrho raised the loudest cry 
'AgaiDst slaveholders, toy they could not afford 
to pay a ninglo cent difference in favor of a 
yard of fwo cotton. 

A. I have always abhorred slavery ns tne 
worst of all robbery ; the greatest crime iipiinst 
God and man. J have raised my voice ngainst 
it, even in the face of persecution and personal 
danger. I h:id thought that I ut least, was clear 
of the blood of the stave. If by refraining from 
the purcliflso or your slave-nrown produce, 1 
could in any way help to overthrow slavery, 1 
would do it with all my heart; but as there is 
little probability that any courid«nd)lo portion 
of the community — even the anti-slavery com- 
munity, would do the sume, 1 do not see that it 
is worth while for m* to make so great a sacri- 
fice unless it were likely to ehV t a greater good. 

Exactly to, I agree with you precisely. 
Living as I do, in the midst of slavery, I know 
aud,/W itd ubomi notions, better than yon can, 
for I havo still a human heart not wholly har- 
dened. Ncror have I censed to cherish tho sen- 
timents of freedom uud humanity taught me by 
my mother when, a Utile child ; but 1 have rea- 
soned just a» you do, I do not eco that my indi- 
vidual example and influence would effect much: 
I should only reduce myself to poverty, and nub. 
jcet myself to persecution and ridicule >So I 
sati-fy my conscience, whieb i.* sometimes a lit-

DIALOGUE ON SLAVERY. 

W. Well friend Hi UlOQ hu-t ben residing at 
Cbo South, and hast been brought into itiimcdi- 
ate contact with "the petuliur institufion." 
"Upon one poiDiin particular, I should like to 
know thy lestimimy. The South compldin* that 
■Kortlmni pajxirs mis-represent thorn, by publinli- 
ing isolated cases t»t cruelly, nnd conveying ihe 
idcu to the public that these are a l»ir K-prisen- 
talion of the whole system of Sluvcry. Jio.v, 1 
have no doubt that some of the .Slaveholders 
treat their slaves with Wrmwroliac kinducss, 
but in addition to the fact of their reducing the 
Image of Cud ton "chattel pOnWnaV' (which 
J consider a* an unwarrantable cruelty), hunt 
thou not known of rases iu which the nlaves 
have been treated with a harshuess anmuutiiij; 
to barbarity ? 

If. I am sorry to nay that such cases are not 
unfrcqucnt. One immediately occurs to my 
mind, which I will relate, prefacing it by rt-- 
marking that one of the greatest oflenees a uo- 
|rro can cottmit against his master, is that of 
running away And this for ohvioug reasons, 
oh it deprives his master of the income derived 
fmm his services In the extreme Southern 
States, it is almost impossible for a ■'runuwuv 
nigger" ultimately to escape being captured. 

ir. Why not go to Canada.? 

If. Go U> Canada ! ll«»w could he pet there? 
The whole country is to him ns an armed camp 
of an enemy. If ho is seen away from home bo 
may be questioned hy any white uinn that meoU 
him, and if out of his immediate neighborhood, 
unless ho has a pass, or other sumcieut evidence 
of hU master's consent, ho may be lod»cd in the 
nearest jail, advertised, nnd if not called for in 
the legal time, sold to pay his jail foes. He re- 
mains out in tho woods, generally in a caue-hruke 
in the day-lime, nnd at night to the planta* 
tions, (nUthc risk of being caught or torn by 
dogs), to get somewhat to eat. No ferryiuon 
would allow him to cross the river at his ferry, 
and any steambcat taking him on his way to 
freedom, though unknowingly, may be sued for 
damages, and tho value of thj.negro received of 
the owners of tho boat. Some men have what 
are called "nigger do^s," for the express purpose 
of hunting runaway negroes. One man named 

lirinjra fuw miles from mo, had five dogs. 

Ho eharped 810 per day for himself und dogs, 
• ( catch or no catch," bitt would not go out on a 
hunt unless the owner of the runaway would 
give permission that t3io dogs should "take hold" 
of the negro when caught. This was to keep 
them in "good heart." At one time, the dogs 
having been for several hours on the trail of a 
negro, finally "brought him to bny" in a pond 
of wutcr about three feet deep, in which the ne- 



gro was endeavoring to conceal himself hy squat- 
ting down, leaving only his fuce above water. 
TIk- owner of llu do^s coming up, riding his 
splendid hurst', and with ni- rifle in :i: hand, 
called to the negm to come on nbona, telling him 
tlttit if he did not the dog* would drown l.im 
and "-if you strike one of them, I will shoot you." 
The negro arose from his position, and on he 

"arose the dogs seised him, and he enmo wading 

to tho shore dmggiug live hounds by their teeth. 
ISy this lime his master had arrived, and said 
to him, "now take your ehoico, either to have 
the dogs hold you for live minutes, or two hun* 
drcd lashes to-morrow." As we generally prefer 
future evil to present pain, so in order to be re- 
leased from his painful situation, the negro 
chose the to-morrow's Hogging. The Aogs were 
lied with ropes and one by one "choked otf" of 
their prey, and tied to neighboring saplings, still 
rearing ami plunging to get at their human 
game. Ou the morrow, the negro was tied up 
uimI received one hundred and fifty lashes, when 
he fainted and wus takoti down; his master de- 
claring thut he " would teach him how to run 
away again." 

II' Horrible! His mtmter must have been 
a naturally cruel man. 

If. $q more bo then many others. Such 
cases are but the legitimate results of a system, 
which leads those educatexl under its influences 
to look with indifference upon pain or suffering, 
wbeu he who endures it has a skin "not coloured 
like their own," iu other words, is nothing; but 
n nigger." 

W. Well I feel like doing what I can toclcac 
myself from all participation in, or upholding of 
such »n iniquitous and blood cemented system. 
I shall be glad to hear further from thee ou this 
subject at a future time.

About this time I weut to the house of a ludy 
of Senor Apodairn, a grandee of ilavnnna, whero 
they were making some preparations for Lis re- 
ception. Senor Aparitio, a painter and decora- 
tor, was employed in pniuliupj some emblems al- 
lusive to a rose, as tho name of tho lady wits 
Rosa: I helped the painter, and be gave ructcu 
dollar^ for my work, and haviug by way of 
amusement painted seme garlands, ha saw that 
1 might be useful to him, and asked my mistress 
to leud mo to him, but alio would not consent , 
»t the coucluaiuu of bin work he gave me two 
dollars more, which money 1 kept with the in- 
tention to spend il at Havana. My mintresa 
found out that the servants met together in a 
barn after luiduight, to play at cards till the 
moruin**. The first tiling she did on the follow- 
ing morning was to search my pockets, and find- 
ing that I liad more money than she gave me, 
took me for nu accomplice in their gaOWj and 
notwithstanding my telling her how I came in 
possession of the, money, she kept it, and sent 
me lo tltc Molino, wliere 1 was received by the 
inuyoral, utid tr.ated kindly, the same as before; 
at the end of three or four days my mistre&sscnt 
fin* uie, aud 1 returned to town. 

$ouie time post on without nny novelty, when 
my mother died suddenly. 1 was made ac- 
ipu inlcd willi this accident noon afterwards, when 
my mistress gave tne three dollars to have pray- 
ers said for Iur. A f<-w days after she gave me 
leave to go to the Molino, to see what my mo- 
ther hud left. Tho mayoral gave me the key of 
the house, wheru 1 only found a very larj-e old 
box empty : as there was a secret iu it, which 1

"These visits closed this |«Tt of his engage- 
ment, but our dear friend did pot leave without 
taking an opportunity which presented to mcut 
n number of the Pastors of different Parishes, to 
express the interest be felt iu the welfare ofthis 
people; he had much open conversation with 
tlicm on the subject of education, aud manifest- 
ed great feeling in regard to their poor, contri- 
buting towards the relief of some who were ex- 
pected to suffer during the approaching winter. 
He felt much for the orphan children, and used 
considerable exertion to interest the Pastor* in 
the establishment of a home for the destitute of 
this description, and through his representations' 
a sum woe raided in London fur this objmvt, and it 
is gratifying to know that an establishment now 
exists for this interesting class. 

"We have reason to believe that our dear 
friend left a savor behind lam, which will not 
soon be lost; bin labors amongst this people were 
on the broad principles of Christianity. He ap- 
peared eouccrned to impress upon them the 
great importance of experimental religion- It 
will not do, ha said, to depend ou what our fa- 
thers were, and how much they suffered for the 
truth; wo are called upon to show to those by 
whom wy are surrounded, thai Chrbl does real- 



ly reign in Okt hearts, and that we are uuiiled 
by His Spirit. 

"Mo took much interest iu a normal class at- 
tached to the College; some; of tbt-su were very 
poor youths under training for teachew, he invi- 
ted them to take a inrnl u| the Hotel; aud after 
this extension of lnwpilality, he counselled them, 
aud encouraged them iu their praiseworthy ef- 
forts to obtain an education, ond very kindly aid- 
ed the poorest by a gift of clothing. They arc 
obliged to live hard; their parent* h re able to af- 
ford them iwri/ little help. 'The Vaudois have 
two hospitals for the sick, these also claimed a 
ahare of our friend's interest anil watehful care ; 
he extended the won! of caution or cneoufagc- 
ment us he passed through them. 

"Impressed with the importance of furnishing 
the young people with suitable reading, much of 
las time towards the close of the visit, was oc- 
cupied in selecting and making up packets of 
books for each of the District Schools, aud 
aoino to add to their Pnrish Libraries. 

"Our dear friend left the VaJlics on 4th day 
the Ifith of 12th ruo: and proceeded to Turin, 
where he made some stay, and returned home 
by Genoa aud the south of France, arriving iu 
Kn gland about tho iniddloof the *Jd month.''

— Slave Piracy 
Case.— A large demand existing for the produce 
of Slave labor, men of principle according to 
their interest of course arc induced to obtain 
slaves. Sonus breed them from their own loins, 
•na among this number rank Mindry Statesmen 
of renown — others purchase their neighbors' 
children, some kidnap the free citizens of Penn- 
sylvania, Oliio, or other States, hut Captain Do- 
nald, late of the Ship Grey Kaglc, furled bis sails 
nud made direct, for Africa, constructed u. Slave 
deck ou bis outward passage, and at an African 
Port called Cajudu, took on board (for the ac- 
commodation tif the consumers uf shtve grown 
Sugar, Cotton, fa.,) 001 negroes, 25U of whom 
were women. Fifteen of these dwd ou the voy- 
age aud a number of recruits were bo-ru on 
board. Under the proteetion of a bribed police 
they were landed ou Term Pinna, (for the benefit 
of some ofoiir readers,) and the- crow, after having 
been concealed awhile in a sugar loft, were each 
paid c-li')0 — b&ddes. their regular wages. Cap* 
taiia Donald has since beeu subjected to a pretty 
severe trial of bis faith and palteucc by some of 
the individuals who were zealous promoters of 
••thrr maths of obtaining slaves, uud (what 
makes bis case still harder) by some of tho 
class (i.e. slave produceeonsuuiers ) a-bosecon- 
vonieuee he hazarded his hie and wiled his soul 
to advance. Ho has been committed, to lake 
his trial in tenth mouth next. His ofTouee is u 
capital one by the laws of the same body which 
enacted the Fugitive Hill. Consumers of Slavn 

Produce, —lend your sympathy to*a martyr an 
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your cause ! Did be brave the perils of the sea 
and Hip hurainc sun of Africa ? It was fur vou 
ho did it.

Don't Votk Uw-k i.bssi.v. — The time is at 
bnnd when million? of professed republimuswill 
give their votes for men to carry on in their 
namo the machinery of government, lint there 
will he a few prclimiiiariea. First, in the vari- 
ous localities, a few dictators of the respective 
parties inoet in caueiw and agree upon n plan by 
which their private wishes may obtain n popular 
■IT and seem to ]*> the will of the party. Then 
a public primary meeting is held, in <i lavem^ 
aud a ticket is formed of persons who, it is 
thought, will rtm trr// ( Hun well witli whom? 
With the quiet, orderly exemplary citizens who 
rarely atteud these meetings 'I No- indeed. The 
votes of these men are regarded as secure,— it 
will be easy to convince them that our ticket in 
not an bad as that of tho other parly, and thntit 
is their duty to " choose the least of two evils." 
The ticket must be nuide up with men who will 
ran trrll among tlic border savages who may be 
bought over to either party by personal iutluen- 
ocs,.by hopes of patronage, or by rum. The tick- 
et being thus formed of men unfit to wield ihe 
responsibilities of office,— «s n general rule, tho 
best men of tho respective parties vote the tick- 
ets tOUOj and the worst men select from each 
ticket the men most like themselves, and the lat- 
ter turn the scale. 

When ihe election h over and tho sucoeasful 
candidates enter upon their duties, or, rather, 
upon their MOeatunt, tlicik* Colisideration is, not 
— How shall uxUft jw/wiit the public interests* 
—but, — Note nhiUJ ice best promote the nucccxs of 
oi,r jwrtyj »ml Qnr oicn re-election nrjrl yrar? 
And thus the perpetual aim is, to please and to 
cater to the class of citizens whose moral sense 
j# the least developed.

" The memory of the just is blessed.'' Thott 
were the first trorda we ever heard fWin the 
lips of that truly great and gm«I man, and they 
often recur to us when his idra. is presented. 
His was a most cxlrnordinary character. A man 
Of high worldly connections with all the eireum- 
RbffiQefl nt hand thai could give access to the 
fleeting glories of time and the allurements of 
earthly ambition, he meekly and righteously re- 
nounced the pomps and vnnities of a wicked 
world, ami chose the good part whieh could not 
be taken (rom him. Kndowed by his Creator 
with high intellectual powers, be dedicated them 
unreservedly, to the nerrice. of his liord. A 
DUUI of high learning, anil, as Lord Morpeth 
said of him, "authority upon nny subject," he 
continued to the last a learner in the School of 
Christ : not considering himself to have appre- 
hended, but pressing forward toward ihe mark, 
counting all things but loss for the excellency 
of the knowledge of Christ Jesus our Jx>rd. A 
man of large wealth — he trusted not in his 
riches — but as a good steward of the manifold 
gifts ofGod, the cause which he knew not, ho 
searched out. he was a friend to the friendless, 
a father to the orphan — he made the heart of 
many a widow leap for joy. Honoring the Lord 
with his substance, and abundantly faithful in 
the "unrighteous mammon," he whose hand is 
full of blessings and who giveth giftH unto men, 
entrusted lo hun the true riches, and cmiuently 
commissioned him, as a minister of Christ, to 
testify the gospel of Ihe grace of God. 

Like Daniel of old. he was a " man greatly 
beloved," nnd in a large measure of the spirit 
of one greater than Daniel, he "went about 
doing good."

From none of the fifteen proposiiions of Barclay

belief) did he dissent, and ihe leading points of 
Quakerism he has expounded and demonstrated 
so ably, that a debt vV gratitude w due lo hU 
Master nnd Inspircrfor the service thua render- 
ed to his people. 

But whilst be was truly a Quaker, he was iu 
the fullest sense, ati enlightened mvinber of the 
uiiivened Church, and extended the right hand 
of fellowship to christian*, of every tletiomina- 1 
tton, who loved the Lord Jc*u.- in sincerity. 

Tho biography of this extraordhiary man i> 
on our table, and it is before Ihe world. We 
purposely abstain at the present time from ana- 
lyzing its pages— but wo heartily commend it to 
the perusal of all our readers.

He bad not parted from bis wife, but had mere- 
ly quarrelled with her, about the treatment of 
some of her negroes, ire whipped them severe- 
ly, OUd then put pepper find salt upon their raw 
bucks. ( To the latter operation she demurred, 
and this caused the difficulty between them. 

Negroes are permitted to join the Church un- 
der the the supervision of their white brethercu. 
Upon being received into the society, it is cus- 
tomary for tho members to give them the baud 
of fellowship, and on such occasions the "black 
brother" (or sister,) receives from most of the 
church members, tho first and last shake of the 
hand, with which he is ever favored by them. 

The minister to whom I have alluded, upon 
taking & negro into the water to baptize him, 
would raise his eyes towards hcavcu, stretch 
forth bit* arm, and with a sanctimonious tone of 
voice exclaim, " Ethiopia, .shall i-trctcli forth her 
hand to God." Had he known the full 
force and meaning of those word?, had he un- 
derstood that in the dispensation of him who is 
of purer eyes thau to behold iniquity, Ethiopia 
was even now stretching forth her hands (o God, 
be would have paused ere he used thorn. — 
Yes — Ethiopia, down-trodden, her face in tho 
dust, and her limbs in chains, is stretching 
forth hop hands to God, exclaiming in agony, 
"How long? oh, Lord, how long?" And so 
eurcly an be is a prayer hearing God, so surely \ 
the day of her redemption dnnveth nigh. Hu- 
man virion may not perceive it.

AMERICAN SLAVERY, ITS CAUSE AND THE 
REMEDY.— No. S. 
Having in a former communication (page 12,) 
endeavored to show that purchasers and consum- 
ers of the productions of Slavery, are in a great 
measure nccouutable fur the system on account 
of tho demand which they create for those pro- 
ductions, I propose now further to examine the 
support therof, and sec what other classes will 
appear accountable. 

It is generally conceded that Slavery in con- 
trary to the principles of justiee, aud to the com- 
mon law which is founded thereon— tbat it is 



country are tho law-mak- 
ers. Although we do not make the law our- 
selves, we make them by agents:, whom we select 
by our votes. Hence all those who vote for 
Slaveholders, or for persons who une their influ- 
ence in support, of any law upholding Slavery, 
or making any distinction in regard to color, arc, 
to a greater or lesser extent, aeeouutablo for this 
national crime. 

lint there is another power even stronger than 
InW, which supports both Slavery and law. I al- 
lude hi POBUO Opinion. Public opinion must 
generally coincide with law, or the law will be- 
come a dead letter on the statute book. This is 
abundantly proven by tho fact, that there are 
many laws on our statute books that are seldom 
or never enforced. Public opinion indeed makta 
law, both by controlling the ballot-box, and by 
fncon riiijhui those who arc chosen as legislators. 
I lenee ptiwic opin ion is aceoun table for Slavery. 
Hut what makes public opinion? In a Chris- 
tian community, the professors of Christianity 
give direction to it — in short the religion of a 
country forms its public opinion. 

In America there are undoubtedly two millions 
of persons who know Slavery to be wrong, and 
who desire its discontinuance. This would have 
a great effect upon poblic opinion, if in all their 
actions they lived in opposition to Slavery, 
but these professed friends of freedom, whilst 
they are miking against Slavery, are at the same 
lime directly {giving support thereto, by purchas- 
ing and using Ks products— thus in agreat mea- 
sure neutralizing or counteracting the effect they 
Wish, and ought to produce upon public, opinion. 
Here we find them nccouutable fur the continu- 
ance of Shivery, inasmuch as they fail to give 
proper direction to public opinion. 

There are also a great number of professors, 
who, being accustomed to look upon Slavery in 
jts milder forms, feel but littlo op[>osition to it — 
indeed, rather look upon it as a necessary evil; 
they have their influence in forming public opin- 
ion, and am in a great lueasuro accountable. 

There is another class of citizens to which I 
wish tit call especial attention, as being ac- 
countable for the position of the last mentioned 
class, and ns forming one of the strong bulwarks' 
of Slavery, and one which is overlooked by many. 
I allude to the pious Slaveholders — those who 
treat their slaves well — many of whom arc much) 
concerned for their own and theirslaves' tempo- 
ral and spiritual welfare. It is, in my opinion, 
tho example of these otherwise perhaps, pious, 
consistent Christiana, that prevents the public 
opinion of community from being immediately 
aroused in earnest opposition to Slavery. These 
Slaveholders — many of whom doubtless dcsiro 
to do their best, are forming a connecting link 
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between Slavery in ii« worst and nHluralobarac- 'pursuit of happiness," and has declared" Ui.it

ed m at ion, interest nod the like;— 
however powerful, — they cannot impart tho 
least justice to the act, ami with the impartial 
these things cannot tend to givo the system 
couiftcnance or support. 

The law tolerating Slavery in many respectfl, 
has had a binding influence upon the moral per-' 
< ccptiou of the l'cople— for, in a. legal point of 
view, Slavery cannot be called man-stealing, 
robbery, invasion of rights, oppression, tyranny, 
Sc. These acta In tho cyo of the law are crimi- 
nal, ainl to them severe penalties are attached. 
Were the system placed on our statute boobs in 
its appropriate category, iu agreement with its" 
hideous character, the nunc, oven, would bo re- 
pulsive to tie feelings of most people :— brtt the 
system has been denominated " Slavery," and 
over this dress has recently bow thrown the 
losa offensive term, " peculiar institution." Tbcso 
expressions, only indicate to many minds, the 
oxistencc of a system; of legalized servitude, of a 
certain class or lace of men, very much suited 
to their condition, and ignorance, which will only 
be removed when this adaptation shall cease to* 
exist from their improved condition. Thus we 
sec the base act of ehattolnsiuga man, and treating 
him as n beast of burden, i*f considered as only 
one of the imperfections of society, and demand- 
ing no more notice, if as much, oa any little in- 
fringemcut upon the political or property right' 
of aOy of the white inhabitants. Let tlra claim 
of properly in man be stripped of the false co' 
bring, and clothing, with which it is invested 
by popularity, pride, prejudice, covetuousoess, 
and the government, and who would Le willing 
to stoop so low as to givo eouulenonco 6r aid, 
to an act clearly seen to tie worno than highway 
robbery ? Certaiuly, not the humane, good, nnd 
wise\ And it may be remarked, that these false 
colorings, hove least influence upon those, ia 
whose hearts the elements of goodness and wis- 
dom least exist.

Pawnee* 1 ever afterward distinguished their white 
frioud aud benefactor by the highest title nf 
honour bestowed upou their heroes—he waa 
called -'A Uhave!"

It having pleased the Lord to bring our fathe rs 
to a sense of the cruelty and wickedness of the 
African Slave Trode, and of the injustice of hold- 
ing their follow men in Slavery, they were 
strengthened to act upon the conviction wrought 
on their minds : they sot at liberty those they 
huld in bondage, and in their faithfulness they 
enjoyed tho answer of a good conscience towards 
<Jod. In that love which conies from Him, 
their hearts were enlarged in love to their neigh- 
bor, and they could not -rest without endeavoring 
to bring others to thntaeimcof justice andftiorcy 
to which the Lord had brought them. From 
that time to the present day we have felt it to be 
Jaid upon us as a church to bear a testimony 
against the sin of Slavery. 

Wo have believed it to lie our Christian duty 
to represent the wrongs inflicted U|xm the people 
of Africa, and repeatedly lo plead the cause of 
the Slave iu addresses to our own Government 
"Wo rejoice and itru thankful at the progress 
which has been made in this country and in 
other nations in this cause of righteousness, 
liuudrods of thousands of slaves have bean re- 
stored to liberty, and many of the nations of tho 
Civilixed world are now, to a large extent, de- 
livered from the guilt of tho African Slave 
Trade,— -a trade which the Congress of Vienna, 
in ISlo, pronounced to bo *'a scourge which' 
desolates Africa, degrades Kurope and afflicts i 
humanity," and for the suppression of which \ 
laws have been enacted.

Wo desire to cherish this sympathy, and 
that wo may behold the iuercase of it amongst 
all men everywhere. 

Ouo God is tho Creator of us all, his eyes are 
in every place beholding the evil and tho good. 
Ho will bring every work to judgment, and every 
seorat thing, whether it bo good or whether it bo 
evil. The families of tho earth are all of one 
Wood; all partakers of the same corrupt uature 



consequent upon the fall of man ; all are aliko 
subject to infirmity, disease, and death, and all 
amenable to the same judgment after death. In 
the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ there is no 
respect for persons ; He tastod death for every 
man; all distinctions of country, tongue and 
color are merged in the immensity of that love 
in which the Father has sent his son to be the 
Saviour of the world. Wherever tho religion of 
the Gospel of Christ obtains its proper place 
within us, it softens our hearts; it brings mnu 
into fellow -feeling with his fellow man ; it brings 
him to regard every man as a brother, and to 
look upon the uatious of the earth as all of ona 
family. Amongst the millions of mankind there 
is not one beneath the notice of our tat her who 
is in Heaven ; if wo ho partakers of his love, it 
leads us into pity for tbe forlorn, the helpless 
and the oppressed; and it constrains us to do 
what weeau to mitigate the pain and to assuage 
the sorrows of those who arc iu suffering; to be- 
friend the friendless, and to labor for tho im- 
provement of the condition of the most degraded 
of our race.

Ho was not left long in suspense as to the 
light in which hist character was viewed.

was at once placed under tho strictest surveil- 
lance of the police, and was never allowed to 
quit his lodging without having having a soldier 
or a priest at his elbow.

Finding that it was hopeless to attempt any di- 
rect access to tho minds of tho Italian people, it 
occurred to him that ho might, perhaps, indi- 
roclly seatler the seeds of truth, by stationing 
himself at some port, under British rule, whore 
ho could visit and talk with Italian sailors; aud 
for this purpose ho found that tho island of Uni- 
ts was peouliarly adapted, tho intercourse be- 
tween Valetta and the various Italian porta be- 
ing more frequent than any other station in the 
Mediterranean. To Malta accordingly ho re- 
paired, leaving behind him the following char- 
acteristic note, addressed to the tribunal of Ro-

Perhaps the im- 
portant prublcui mny be aolved next summer 
whether or not cotton can bu grown profitably 
by hired free labor. Although, perhaps, 50,000 
bales are annually produced uy/iw, we are not 
sure that one is grown by Ai>e«f labor; ais those 
who thus cultivato it aro generally very poor, 
ami employ in its production only tho bands 
which their own. respectivo families can muster. 
Now it will be a very important result, if the 
premiums proposed* induce even one person of 
more competent' moans to Aire three or four 
white or free colored men to assist him and his 
family in growing, aay, 86 bales the first y«ar 
on liia farm. If his balance sheet shall show a 
Mttritfltort profit on their lubor» in producing 
thU quantity, great gain to the causo will be 
won; which cannot fail to excite much interest 
in this system of agriculture. The second year's 
trial uiH>t be more successful still, if a greater 
number of persons should be encouraged to en- 
ter upon the cultivation of cotton in thin way. 
Perhaps the first, premium of £500 for 50 bales
